E have no doubt that consignors of yearlings 

to the approaching sales at Saratoga 
Springs, this year entirely under auspices of the 
Fasig-Tipton Company, which is to say E. J. 
Tranter, will happily find an improved market. 
However, financial, industrial and economic con- 
ditions throughout the country are such that we 
hazard no forecast as to the probable general 
average, as has been our custom. There is plenty 
of money in the country, and there is undoubted- 
ly a very much greater demand for Thorough- 
breds than prevailed last year at this time. But 
we have no information that a great many per- 
sons with desire for horses and inclination to buy 
them are in touch with the necessary cash. To 
such we would offer the advice that they do their 
level best to contact money for horses. It will 
be years, perhaps, before another such oppor- 
tunity to profit highly will prevail. The English 
market affords an encouraging pattern for 
American breeders.

Uniformity 
ALLING attention to the fact that Michigan 
and New York have diverged from the 
general rule governing fouls committed by 
horses in races until now there are three rules 
in vogue, Daily Racing Form suggests: 

Owners, trainers and public should make 
which of the three rules they prefer. 

The general rule is that a horse committing a 
foul shall be disqualified and set back last. New 
York stewards now are permitted to determine 
the seriousness of the foul and decide whether or 
not the fouling horse shall be disqualified. Michi- 
gan stewards are permitted to employ the rule 
that was in use in California in the days of 
Tom Williams. They can disqualify a fouling 
horse and place him second, third or “out of 
the money.” 

We think this is a matter for consideration of 
the American Thoroughbred Breeders Associa- 
tion at its meeting in Saratoga next month and 
also for the National Association of State Racing 
Commissioners. It would, we think, be in order 
for the A. T. B. A. to make a recommendation to 
the N. A. S. R. C. There should be uniformity 
of all rules of racing. Lack of uniformity brings 
confusion and misunderstanding, which is not 
well for the sport.

SPOILS SYSTEM 
From Charles Mickelwait: 
yo have sounded the keynote for the solution of 
racing's ills, in your masterful editorial in Tie BLoop- 
Horse of July 14. I do not subscribe to all of your 
views on “Licensed Betting,” but I do give, now, as in 
the past, very great importance to the part played by 
“a vast monopolistic agency, growing richer and more 
powerful each day,” by distributing betting information 
to the rooms throughout the land. 

In fairness to this agency, it must be said that at 
some time in racing history they were encouraged to 
help build up the pari-mutuel game, and the privilege 
of dispensing this information must have been bought 
from someone representing a race track. 

At present, I personally prefer to bet on horses in a 
room where the proprietors are willing to quote a price 
based on information gleaned from this service. 

Without meaning to be in the least egotistical, I say 
that I think I know percentages just a little better 
than anyone 1 have ever met. Therefore I could not be 
induced to play any sort of money against the machines 
with their ravenous takeout. This, however, is beside 
the point. What are we going to do to cure the exist- 
ing ills? 

1. If the service to poolrooms, handbooks, scratch 
sheets, etc., is to be abolished, it can only be done by 
the track owners themselves. Then let the track owners 
go a step further and divorce themselves from the 
takings from the mutuels, which are so high that no 
community can for long carry the load. Imagine, if 
you can, what it means to divert from business chan- 
nels some $16,000 to $15,000 every racing day, to have 
that money pass from circulation into state and city 
taxes or license fees, and into the salaries and pockets 
of track employees and track owners, who are now 
doing most of the squawking. 

2. An admission of $2.50 tor every visitor to a race 
track is neither too high nor too low; in fact it keeps 
many from attending who have no reason or right to 
play the races. Best of all, it gives sufficient margin 
for legitimate taxing by federal government, state and 
city, which, in all instances, should be borne by the 
associations. It would, in addition, leave the’ track 
owners ample profit. There is not enough new money 
in circulation to keep going the old order of operation. 

3. I have always contended that the true and only 
beneficiaries of mutuel take-off earnings should be the 
performers and organized charities. They let flow back 
into legitimate channels a certain portion of the nour- 
ishment that they have taken. As I see it, racing of the 
future is dependent upon a general lowering of the 
pari-mutuel takeout. It is my belief that not more than 
2 per cent can successfully be taken in any one day 
from the total money handled on any race track. In so 
far as I know, nothing has ever been written concern- 
ing the daily drain that has impoverished racing and 
the communities in which the tracks are located, but 
common sense and a little reasoning on the part of race 
track operators should give them the necessary clue to 
future progress, particularly if they wish to continue 
with long meetings over a period of years. Operating 
as most tracks are, it is doubtful if two days a week 
will allow the producers sufficient time in which to 
muster money. We find proof of this opinion in the 
fact that more people are playing horses in the environs 
of the race tracks than on the race tracks, wferever 
located. 

4. No person has a more profound desire than the 
writer to improve conditions on the Turf for the toilers. 
Small breeders, the majority of owners, trainers and 
jockeys, stablemen and workers on the farms were 
rated long ago as are coolie laborers, with their chances 
growing less each year. I think 1 per cent from the 
total mutuel turnover on any given race track, dis- 
tributed among the actual contestants in such manner 
as to afford each and every horse a share proportionate 
to the order of finish, would in the end afford the 
owners considerable more than they are receiving under 
present conditions. It is presumed that the better grade 
of horses would attract a larger mutuel turnover. This 
would equalize the class difference in earnings, but, in 
all events, horses would reap for their owners only 
what they are entitled to from a gambling game sup- 
ported by the people. Under today’s arrangement, a 
few rich stakes are made for a few rich owners who 
should be, and doubtless are, as in all other sports, 
quite willing to pay for their pleasure. 

Under the changes, as suggested in the foregoing, 
the same system of stakes, fees and forfeits would 
apply. Perhaps some lords of countless acres who 
permit their colors to be seen in claiming races to 
support mutuels may take offense at my suggestions, 
but it is my opinion they have assisted in bringing 
this whole matter to a climax. , 

So, without wishing to offend any one, but, at the 
same time, not caring much whose toes may be trod 
upon, I recommend that the wire service be abolished;

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RACING RULES CHANGES 


HANGES in the Rules of Racing made by The 

Jockey Club at its meeting July 11, and ap- 
proved by the New York State Racing Commis- 
sion, are as follows: 

Rules 8 and 9, which define “Purse” and 
“Sweepstakes,” delete the portions which declare 
such races void if three horses in different 
interests are not entered. 

Rule 19 (a) and (b) make a clearer distinction 
than formerly existed in the Rules of Racing 
between a Selling and a Claiming race: 

Rule 19 (a). A “Selling” race is one in which every 
horse running therein, if a loser, may be claimed, and 
if the winner, must be offered at auction. 

Rule 19 (b). A “Claiming” race is one in which every 
horse running therein may be claimed in conformity 
to the rules. 

Portion in boldface type added: 

Rule 29. After May 31st in each year, only one over- 
night event for a distance less than a mile for horses 
three years old and upwards shall be given on any 
race day, except in an emergency and upon approval 
by the stewards. 

By Rule 31, the maximum number of horses 
allowed in a race, which was formerly limited 
by allowing five feet of the width of the track 
to each horse, is now to be determined by the 
stewards. 

Rule 34 (a), which formerly granted power to 
the stewards of The Jockey Club to grant and 
to withdraw approval to associations to conduct 
meetings, and to grant and withdraw licenses to 
trainers and jockeys, now reads: 

The Stewards of The Jockey Club shall have power, 
at their discretion to grant licenses to Owners, Train- 
ers, and Jockeys, and to such other persons, exercising 
their occupations or employed at race meetings as the 
State Racing Commission may determine to require a 
license from The Jockey Club, and when a member of 
the State Racing Commission is in attendance, they 
may revoke such licenses. 

The following sections of Rule 34 are new: 

(b) Upon the application of a person whose license 
has been refused or revoked, and within 10 days after 
service on such a person of a notice of such refusal 
or revocation, such person shall be entitled to a hear- 
ing before a joint session of the State Racing Com- 
mission and three Stewards of The Jockey Club, which, 
acting as a board, shall take final action thereupon. 

(c) The Stewards of The Jockey Club have power, 
at their discretion, to grant and to withdraw the ap- 
proval of The Jockey Club to associations in the con- 
duct of meetings. 

Section (d), which formerly gave The Jockey 
Club power to appoint handicapper, clerk of the 
scales, starter and judge or , judges and all 
minor racing officials, now adds the general 
Racing Secretary to this list of officials. 

In Rule 37, the portion in boldface type was 
added: 

The Stewards of The Jockey Club shall hear cases 
on appeal as provided for in these rules and_ their 
decision shall be final, except as provided in Rule 34 (b). 

Rule 39 formerly provided that one of the three 
stewards of each race meeting should be selected 
by the stewards of The Jockey Club, one by 
the association, and the third selected from mem- 
bers of The Jockey Club by the first two. The 
new rule provides that one steward shall be the 
official steward of the New York Racing Com- 
mission, one shall be appointed by The Jockey 
Club, and one appointed by the corporation or 
Association conducting the race meeting. 

Portions in boldface type added: 


Rule 44. The Stewards have control over and they 


and the Stewards of The Jockey Club and Members of 
the State Racing Commission or their duly appointed 
representatives have free access to all stands, weighing 
rooms, enclosures, and all other places in use for the 
purpose of racing. 


Rule 48. The Stewards have power to punish at their 
discretion any person subject to their control, either 
by suspension from acting or riding during the meet- 
ing, or for a period not exceeding ten days after the 
meeting, or by fine not exceeding $200, or by both, 
and if they consider necessary any further punishment 
or additional fine. they shall so report to the Stewards 
of The Jockey Club. 

A paragraph added to rule 117 reads: 

A horse is a starter when it leaves the paddock for 
the starting post. 

Rule 120 (f), already changed earlier this year 
with an ambiguous result, now reads as follows 
(new words boldface): 

In all handicaps the top weight shall be not less than 
126 pounds except in handicaps closing 72 hours or less 
before the race and in selling handicaps. 

The section allowing apprentice jockeys a 
seven-pound allowance until they had ridden 20 
winners was struck out of rule 131 (a). 

The section of Rule 131 (b), which read 

Allowances must be claimed at the time of entry, ex- 
cept the apprentice allowance in selling or claiming 
races, which shall be claimed at the time of naming the 
selling price, and in overnight handicaps at the time of 
accepting weights, and these allowances shall not be 
abandoned except by the consent of the Stewards. 
has been replaced by 

Allowances must be claimed at the time of making 
entry and the apprentice allowance shall not be aban- 
doned except by the consent of the Stewards. 

Changes in boldface type: 

Rule 153 (c). If a horse or jockey jostle [stricken 
out: so as actually to impede] another horse the aggres- 
sor may be disqualified [instead of: is disqualified], 
unless the impeded horse or his jockey was partly in 
fault, or the jostle was wholly caused by the fault of 
some other horse or jockey. 

A change in Rule 167 reduces the period under 
which one who re-claims a horse which he has 
formerly owned cannot start the horse from 60 
to 30 days, the rule remaining otherwise un- 
changed. 

Rules 168 (a) and 175, in making provisions 
for the claiming of a horse in a selling or claim- 
ing race, substitute the requirement of a deposit 
for the amount of the claim with the association, 
for the older regulation which required cash to 
accompany the claim. The period under which 
an owner cannot start a re-claimed horse is 
altered from 60 to 30 days, in conformity to 
rule 167. 

Words in boldface type added: 

Rule 209 (a). No person shall be allowed to ride 
horses in races or to train horses on the course of any 
association in that part of the United States where The 
Jockey Club exercises jurisdiction, until he shall have 
obtained from the Stewards of The Jockey Club a 
jockey’s or trainer's license, which must be applied for 
annually under the full name and address of the appli- 
cant, and which is revocable at the discretion of the 
Stewards of The Jockey Club when a Member of the 
State Racing Commission is in attendance, and which 
may be suspended by them for any length of time. 

A new paragraph is inserted into Rule 209: 

A jockey may not ride in any race against a starter 
of his contract employer unless his mount and his con- 
tract employer's starter are both in the hands of the 
same trainer. 

In Rule 209 also, the set price of $15 for a 
trainer’s license and $25 for a jockey’s license is 
altered to the ruling that the fee shall be deter- 
mined by the State Racing Commission. 

Rule 227 (e), which provided that one ad- 
ministering a drug or stimulant to a _ horse 
should be ruled off, was altered to read: 


If any person shall administer a drug or stimulant 
internally or by hypodermic method prior to a race, or 
shall use appliances electrical or mechanical other than 
the ordinary whip or spur, every person so offending 
may be ruled off, or otherwise punished in accordance 
with the recommendations or instructions of the State 
Racing Commission.

Sportful Month 


ARATOGA, one of the oldest tracks on the 

continent, and Narragansett Park, the new- 
est and among the most pretentious, will provide 
Easterners with two excellent meetings through 
August. A roster of 37 stakes will, as per custom, 
bring all the best horses East and West to New 
York’s up-state park, and the Rhode Island track, 
with its cluster of $5,000 and $7,500 handicaps 
and liberal purse disbursement will not lack for 
good grade performers, 80 per cent of which will 
shift over from Rockingham Park for the inaugu- 
ral meeting at the second Hub City track. Judg- 
ing from the $400,000 turnovers at Rockingham, 
the venture, of which Walter O’Hara is guiding 
spirit, cannot fail to enjoy a successful initial 
session. Saratoga cannot go wrong with horse- 
men anteing much of the purse money, open bet- 
ting and a healthy revenue in assessment on lay- 
ers. A general average from the opening at 
Jamaica to the closing week at Empire City of 
6,000 daily attendance is not far out of line, and 
such gates compare with those anywhere except 
at Rockingham Park. New England truly is the 
coming racing territory—if only too much drain 
isn’t placed on Boston.

Peace Chance 


NLY Peace Chance now stands in the path of 

Cavalcade as undisputed champion of the 
1934 3-year-olds. The Widener colt is being 
especially groomed for a fling at Mrs. Sloane’s 
youngster in the Travers, at Saratoga on August 
18. In boom times, there would be a mad scram- 
ble among racing impresarios for an event bring- 
ing the pair together. The Chance Shot colt, a 
whirlwind as he proved in the Belmont Stakes, 
still has admirers who consider him Cavalcade’s 
superior—but Cavalcade is leading money glean- 
er of the year to date and Peace Chance had 
knees. They’re tricky. The *Lancegaye colt has 
earned $111,235 since January 1 and has boosted 
Mrs. Sloane into leadership of the owners to mid- 
season with approximately $180,000. Cavalcade 
hasn’t started in New York this season.

AX HIRSCH, a clever trainer himself and 

father of two apt pupils in W. J. (Buddy)

Judge Murphy always has an idea, but seldom 
had a better one than to eliminate the apprentice 
allowance in claiming races for juveniles at De- 
troit. This affords more work for the experienced 
lads. The trend is too much toward the develop- 
ment of apprentices, not race-riders. 


On the Way Up 


HOMAS J. HEALEY, who has placed C. V. 

Whitney’s name at the top of the leading 
money winning owners’ list each of the past four 
years, has not done half-badly, in view of the 
necessity of stopping Equipoise, and the coughing 
among his juveniles, to date of 1934. The string 
is in second position and, as Cavalcade’s richest 
chances are behind him, may make the grade for 
the fifth consecutive time, though trailing by 
about $90,000 now. A victory for Today in the 
Arlington Futurity would help much and Old 
Rosebud believes he can do it, just as did Motto 
in the Lassie Stakes at that point. Both can run 
in the Saratoga Special, as may Plat Eye and 
Peradventure for Greentree Stable, and Today is 
in the Hopeful Stakes. The Special should prove 
the championship test for juveniles, with Black 
Helen also among the nominees.

Cavalcade’s Niche 


ISCOVERY will never beat Cavalcade when 

the latter is right, and he hasn’t even sneezed 
this year. The Display colt failed in each of six 
cracks at Mrs. Sloane’s ace since the Chesapeake 
Stakes. He seemed to improve at Aqueduct, but 
not enough. Arguments are numerous concern- 
ing Cavalcade’s proper niche in the equine hall of 
fame, but it is a bit early for a verdict. Old 
Rosebud wouldn’t now rate him with such as 
Sarazen, Reigh Count or Twenty Grand. Prob- 
ably he is as good as were Zev or Gallant Fox. 
John B. Campbell was too high on him in the Ar- 
lington Handicap, with those two pounds by the 
scale over Equipoise. Hard to figure that handi- 
cap, for Equipoise should have given Ladysman 
20 actual pounds in the Suburban, and Cavalcade 
was asked to concede the Coe horse “only” 16 
pounds by the scale, though rated over the Whit- 
ney horse. Perhaps the best proof that the 
weight was too high was when Trainer Bob Smith 
immediately abandoned the idea of running his 
charge.

Training Again 

QUIPOISE, the generation’s mightiest all- 

round race horse, last week at Belmont Park 
returned to training with a couple of easy three- 
furlong breezes. Trainer Healey expects to have 
him ready the latter part of the Saratoga meet- 
ing, perhaps for another fling at the Saratoga 
Gold Cup, which he won in 1933. There’s a $7,500 
handicap at the Narragansett Park course around 
the same date, but the Cup is weight-for-age and 
has been increased to $5,000 added. Equipoise, 
with some $40,000 to go before supplanting Sun 
Beau as to earnings, may race again in 1935 if 
he remains sound enough. Display, Mad Hatter 


and the gelded Exterminator raced well past six. 
Each was sound, however, temperament being 
the first pair’s greatest handicap. Feet caused 
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Equipoise’s four lone 1933-34 reversals, just as 
they occasionally beat Grey Lag and Sir Barton. 
Tendons spell finis to the careers of most cracks, 
as in the instances of Man o’ War and Twenty 
Grand. Something permanent about a bow. 


GENERAL ITEMS 


J. B. Belk has fired Flaming Mamie, and blis- 
tered Wise Sister. They will be given a short rest. 

The further entry of Strait Jacket has been 
barred by the stewards at Arlington. 

Gold Ridge, owned by B. Berman, has been 
turned out for several months. 

Further entry of Devonshire has been denied 
by the stewards at Rockingham Park. 

Charles Jaegers will train for the H. C. Hatch 
stable, having left the Riverdale Stable. 

Carlaro was badly cut down in the fifth race at 
Empire City July 23 and will be out of racing for 
the summer. 

Irving L. Sanborn, former sports editor of the 
Chicago Tribune, ended his life July 18. He had 
been in ill health. 

Ogden Phipps’ Desperado ran away a full mile 
after tossing his jockey, in the second race at 
Empire City July 21. 

Clarence E. Dale, trainer for the Superior Sta- 
ble for several years, has received an offer from a 
prominent eastern stable. 

Johnny Hynes, who in recent years has been 
trainer for the Thorncliffe Stable, has been en- 
gaged to handle the C. and C. Stable. 

Carter Hall, Maryland horseman, suffered pain- 
ful injuries in Baltimore July 23 when he fell 
while leaving a taxi in front of his home. 

The Speed Handicap, run at Longacres July 15, 
was the fifth race by that name during the cur- 
rent year. There have been some Derbys, also. 

Eight claims, the largest number filed for any 
one horse, were entered for Caw Caw at Detroit 
July 20. The 3-year-old went to Mrs. A. Lamou- 
reaux. 

If Bluebeard is a sample of what Blue Lark- 
spur will sire, ‘the 3-year-old champion of 1929 
will be a great success in the stud.—Daily Racing 
Form. 

A. G. Marchant and Jockey L. Pikor were sus- 
pended at Rockingham Park July 23 for the use 
of sharp spurs on Newton Belle in the seventh 
race July 21. 

R. Lentini has been placed in charge of the 
division of the J. Badame racers which remains 
on Canadian tracks. The main division is at 
Rockingham Park. 

Another change in distribution at Longacres 
came when it was announced July 19 that hence- 
forth jockey fees of five dollars will be paid on 
losing mounts in all races for foals of the state of 
Washington. 

Tick On, Col. E. R. Bradley’s colt, which broke 
down during the running of the Knickerbocker 
Handicap, will be shipped to Saratoga, with the 
probability of being sold as a sire. He was bred 
to several mares last spring and then placed in 
training. 

A ruling which went into effect at Detroit July 
19 discontinues the apprentice allowance in 
2-year-old claiming races at any distance. Rac- 
ing Secretary J. A. Murphy further announced 
that he would attempt daily to schedule a race 
not carrying apprentice allowances. 

By a court order, the Crescent City Jockey 
Club will be forced to vacate the premises of the 
Fair Grounds race track at New Orleans. The 
action came in answer to a suit by the Louisiana 


Jockey Club, after a note on the Fair Grounds 
lease remained unpaid since June 1. 

The Classic day handle of $653,573 (at Arling- 
ton Park) represented an increase of more than 
$40,000 over the same date in 1933, while the 
attendance was proportionately larger. Such im- 
provement must make the Hawthorne manage- 
ment feel better.—Daily Racing Form. 

After relating that Trainer Bob Smith believes 
Cavalcade is “as good a sprinter as there is in 
America right now,” Daily Racing Form says the 
3-year-old champion’s trainer ‘would not be 
averse to pitting him against any speedster under 
proper circumstances,” and adds: “Unlike most 
fast horses, however, Cavalcade is able to reserve 
his speed, which has done much to make him the 
champion that he is.” 


LEGISLATION 


MASSACHUSETTS 

F horse racing survives the mutilations, com- 

mercial and legislative, incident upon the 
present era of expansion, it will be more than 
ever worthy to be called the King of Sports. 

The law which recently was passed by the Mas- 
sachusetts Legislature and signed by the Gov- 
ernor qualifies as one of the worst racing laws 
ever passed in the United States. According to 
the report made by Beau Belmont (John J. Fitz 
Gerald) to The Morning Telegraph (New York) 
last week, its provisions include: 

Local option by counties on dog and horse rac- 
ing, to be voted on separately. 

Three salaried commissioners who will decide 
which tracks to license. 

A maximum of 200 days of greyhound racing, 
70 for Thoroughbreds. 

A take-out of 15 per cent at dog tracks, 10 per 
cent at horse tracks. The State to collect in 
taxes 3 per cent of the “handle” and half the 
breakage at all tracks, leaving about 11 per cent 
to operate dog tracks and about 6 per cent to 
operate the more expensive horse tracks. 

Horse tracks to be at least 50 miles apart. 

Limitation of employees in pari-mutuel (or 
certificate) departments to citizens of Massachu- 
setts. For violation of this clause the penalty 
may be a fine of $10,000 or a year in jail, or both. 

The commission to designate police for each 
track, the track to pay the expenses of the police, 
at not more than $10 daily for each officer. 


TEXAS RACE LAW IN DANGER 


A hard fight for survival will be faced in the 
next legislature by Texas’ year-old legalization 
cf betting on horse races, according to a Houston 
dispatch. One of the foremost candidates for 
governor is making his stand on a promise to 
repeal the law permitting track wagers, and 
while other candidates have remained silent, 
friends of racing fear that some of them might 
sign a repeal bill. Racing interests concede that 
an anti-racing bill may secure a majority in the 
next legislature, but do not believe a two-thirds 
majority can be found to pass such a bill over a 
veto if a governor favorably inclined to racing is 
elected: hence the interest centering around the 
run-off in the Democratic primary in late August. 

Opponents of racing in Texas claim that race 
track betting, not bad in itself, has given Texans 
the gambling fever, with the result that book- 
makers, roulette, and dicing flourish. Five tracks 
are already built in the state, with the possibility 
of another before the end of the year.

ARLINGTON PARK 

AST races featured the week’s program at Ar- 

lington Park, the best time for the meeting at 
both short and long distances being turned in 
during the week ending July 21. On July 18 
young Elmer Dale Shaffer’s St. Bernard, a son of 
*Bull Dog—*Eager Cissy, stepped the 5% fur- 
longs of the Lake Bluff Purse in 1:04%5, only one- 
fifth second slower than the track record, and 
established himself as a threat for the rich Ar- 
lington Futurity which features the closing of the 
current meeting July 28. Ridden by Jockey Don 
Meade, St. Bernard outran a fine 2-year-old field 
which included the Warm Stable’s Mid Victorian 
and Hal Price Headley’s Fraidy Cat. On July 21 
Meade turned in another smashing race when he 
drove Norman Church’s Riskulus to a surprise 
victory in the Arlington Handicap, finishing the 
10 furlongs in two-fifths of a second less than 
Cavalcade had required to win the Classic on the 
previous Saturday. Other speedy events were 
the Oakton Purse, run July 21, in which the 
Rookwood Farm’s Albuquerque defeated seven 
other Futurity candidates in the good time of 
1:05, and the performance of A. C. Schwartz's 
Gay Monarch, which covered the seven furlongs 
of the Mt. Prospect Handicap to win in 1:231,, 
three-fifths of a second slower than the track 
record. 

As the Arlington Park meeting goes into its 
last week, chief interest is centered in the Arling- 
ton Futurity, $25,000 added, which may have a 
gross value between $50,000 and $60,000. Another 
East-West contest appears likely for the six- 
furlong dash, which Ladysman and Far Star won 
in its first two runnings. C. V. Whitney, William 
R. Coe and Mrs. Isabel Dodge Sloane, represent 
the eastern owners who may send candidates to 
the post, while western opposition will come from 
the Warm Stable and the stables of Brownell 
Combs, Charles T. Fisher, Jack Howard, Mrs. 
Roy Carruthers and others. The race, which is 
the first important move in western racing 
toward the development of a 2-year-old champion, 
is the richest event for juveniles until the running 
of the Futurity at Belmont Park in September. 

Francis P. Dunne, racing secretary for the 
Hawthorne meeting, is distributing condition 
books for the first six days, Monday, July 30, to 
Saturday, August 4. There are eight races a day, 
mest of them with $800 purses. The only events 
with more money are a $1,200 purse on Monday, 
$1,500 handicap Wednesday, $1,000 handicap for 
2-year-olds Friday, and the John C. Schank 
Memorial Handicap (run last year under stakes 
conditions), with a $2,000 purse, Saturday. There 
is one race at a mile and a quarter. 


RISKULUS WINS ARLINGTON HANDICAP 
With doubles in the Arlington Inaugural and 
Stars and Stripes Handicaps behind him, D. A. 
Wood's Indian Runner, carrying top weight of 
120 pounds, went to post in the Arlington Handi- 
cap ($10,000 added, 3-year-olds and upward, 14 
miles), July 21, a favorite at almost even money. 
The Calumet Farm Stable’s Hadagal (3-y-o, 114), 
which ran third behind Cavalcade and Discovery 
in the Classic July 14, was installed as second 
favorite, while many of the Arlington Park 
crowd chose to go along with the racing luck of 
the Brookmeade Stable, which had entered Good 
Goods (3-y-0, 105%), Time Clock (3-y-o, 105) 
and Inlander (109). Norman W. Church’s Risku- 


lus, with only an overnight race to his credit 
since he left California and Texas tracks to 
campaign in the Mid-West, was slightly sup- 
ported, even those Westerners who had run his 
winter book price in the Kentucky Derby down 
to 15 to 1 having lost their enthusiasm for him. 
When the field left the gate, after only a slight 
delay, Riskulus sprinted into an early lead and 
ran the race his backers had expected in the 
Preakness and in the Classic, turning in the fast- 
est mile and a quarter which has been run in 
America this year. He finished the first mile in 
1:36°5, exactly the time Cavalcade had needed 
for the same distance in the Classic, and he ran 
the final quarter in 2445 seconds, two-fifths of a 
second faster than the Brookmeade champion’'s 
last two furlongs. Running fastest in the stretch 
was Mrs. John D. Hertz’s Watch Him (106), 
which finished second to Equipoise in the same 
event last year, but while he cut steadily into 
the winner's lead, Riskulus’ game response to 
Jockey Don Meade’s drive kept him in front to 
the end. Watch Him, which missed winning by 
a nose, held a half-length advantage over Hada- 
gal, which had challenged and fallen back in 
the stretch. J. W. Parrish’s New Deal (3-y-o, 
103), after making a threat for the first mile, 
tired in the stretch but saved fourth position 
from Good Goods, first of the Brookmeade 
horses to finish. Indian Runner failed to show 
speed when clear, and finished sixth, with Mar- 
mion (102), Frank Ormont (99), Time Clock, 
Navanod (103) and Inlander trailing in that 
order, the latter hopelessly distanced, 12 lengths 
behind the tenth horse. Until this year, no 3- 
year-old had placed in the event, but on Satur- 
day the older horses were badly out of it, 
Watch Him being the only one to finish better 


than sixth. Time, :2345, :48, 1:12%5, 1:3635, 
2:0225. Stakes division, $9,580, $2,000, $1,000, 
$500.

RHODE ISLAND 
NARRAGANSETT PARK 
ITH its staff of racing officials completed, 
betting booths erected, and work on the new 
track practically completed, Narragansett Park 
awaits its opening date, Wednesday, August 1. 
Horses began to arrive as early as July 21. The 
first Thoroughbreds to arrive in Rhode Island to 
race with legalized betting were the strings of 
W. M. Shewbridge, R. Russell and Earl Sherman, 
all Maryland owners, all from Syracuse. A few 
trainers and jockeys have reached the. Rhode Is- 
land track, and a number of stall reservations 
have been made, but a sudden increase is expect- 
ed when Rockingham Park comes to the end of 
its summer meeting on July 28. 
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MICHIGAN 


DETROIT 


ETROIT officials seem to be attempting to 

check dwindling attendance at the summer 
meeting by the inclusion of unusual events, one 
of which may prove of some benefit to the Turf 
in case other tracks adopt it. On July 14, a race 
at one and one-half miles was run at the Fair 
Grounds as an experiment with longer races. The 
results were evidently pleasing to Racing Secre- 
tary Joseph A. Murphy, for July 21 saw a race 
carded at two miles, for 4-year-olds and up- 
ward. As on the previous Saturday, the event 
was able to attract only platers of the cheaper 
variety, but racegoers found it attractive. The 
race was won by Mrs. A. Lamoreaux’s Espinetta, 
a filly by Espino-—*Ktoifa, by Faucheur, which 
got up in the last 70 yards to win by a neck. 
Black Stockings, which had won the 1!s-mile 
race July 21, finished third. As in the mile and 
one-half event of July 14, the winner set a track 
record, for no two-mile race had been run there 
previously. The time, 3:30%5, was slow in com- 
parison with Exterminator’s American record of 
3:21% for the distance, but not bad considering 
the class of horses and their training for shorter 
events. Another attempt to enliven the program 
was a race for a $100 purse for stable ponies, 
inserted into Friday’s card. 

The feature purse of July 18, the $1,200 Three 
Rivers Handicap, went to L. J. Marks’ Marooned, 
which outran a good field to cover the six fur- 
longs in 1:12 over a fast track. The Sturgis 
Purse for 3-year-olds and upward, run July 19, 
was won by H. C. Hatch’s Shepherd Boy, which 
was making his first start at the Fair Grounds 
after a campaign at Latonia in which he ran in 
the money in eight successive races, winning two. 
With Jockey S. Young in the saddle, the Hildur 
gelding splashed over a muddy track to win in 
the last yards when W. Black’s Ep quit. About 
3,500, the smallest crowd of the week, saw the 
race. The feature of July 21, the Ferndale Han- 
dicap, went to the long shot Our Count, before 
a crowd of about 12,000. 


OUR COUNT’S FERNDALE HANDICAP 

The first running of the Ferndale Handicap 
($2,500 added, 3-year-olds and upward, 1 1-16 
miles) at Detroit July 21 saw a different horse 
ahead at each post, with H. C. Rumage’s Our 
Count (3-y-o0, 95) reaching the judges’ stand a 
half-length ahead of T. Donley’s Royal Blunder 
(106) in the most complete upset of a card in 
which only one favorite was able to score. The 
Young Brothers’ Fiji (3-year-old, 111), with vic- 
tories in the Kentucky and Latonia Oaks and 
Latonia Derby, was favorite, but ran a dull race, 
finishing seventh in an eight-horse field, while 
Fred Alger, Jr.’s, Sabula (115), second favorite, 
was able only to reach third position. The win- 
ner, much publicized in his pre-racing days as 
one of the first crop of the champion Reigh Count 
and the first foal of the Futurity winner Anita 
Peabody, was saved off the early pace, and when 
Jockey S. Hebert, lucky to find an opening on the 
rail at the head of the stretch, drove his mount 
through the gap, Our Count held on gamely to 
withstand Royal Blunder, an even worse outsider, 
which came again after being headed. Sabula 
was three-quarters of a length behind the *Bright 
Knight gelding, two lengths ahead of Curtis and 
C. Leroy King’s Mr. Sponge (117), which tired 
after taking the lead in the first quarter. The 


others, Beau Tod (3-y-o, 98), Red Roamer (104), 
Fiji and Bahamas (102), were never contenders, 
with the exception of the latter, which sprinted 
into a brief lead when the field had gone half a 
mile. The winner closed at 11 to 1 in the wager- 
ing, while Royal Blunder was 24 to 1. Time, 
32436, :4836, 1:13%, 1:3914, 1:4546, track fast. 
Stakes division, $2,280, $400, $200, $100.

“RINGER” IN PONY RACE CHARGED 

By way of settling the arguments between 
trainers who had boasted of the speed of their 
respective stable ponies, and giving the spec- 
tators something to take their minds off In- 
candescent’s 12 to 1 victory in the fifth race at 
Detroit July 20, a stable pony race was inserted 
in the card between the fifth and sixth races. 
The race, at three-sixteenths, for a purse of $100, 
of which $25 to second, $15 to third, was won by 
Godfrey Preece’s Poison, with W. Emerson's Rex 
H. second and the Wolverine Stable’s Limestone 
Belle third. The rider of the latter, R. Riley, fell 
off after the finish but was uninjured. The next 
day the charge was made that Poison was a 
Thoroughbred which had won a race in regular 
competition last year, and was therefore in- 
eligible. The stewards, who thought a pony race 
a safe proposition, have a knotty problem on 
their hands, and there probably will be no more 
pony races at Detroit. 


ON SIR IS OFF AT DETROIT 

On Sir, which ran a smashing race at Detroit 
July 18 and won at 2 to 1, after two dull races 
on June 27 and July 10, has been refused further 
entry by the stewards. A flood of ‘“come-back” 
money, which ran the odds down from 8 to 1, 
aroused the suspicions of the racing officials, 
since no such betting had occurred before the 
other starts of the *Waygood horse. Trainer J. 
S. Carlson, summoned before the stewards, said 
that On Sir had had a toothache in his previous 
out, had been cured, really ran his race. The 
stewards were interested, but skeptical. On Sir’s 
entry was refused, further action suspended until 
results of a saliva test could be obatined. On 
Sir, a 5-year-old, is the property of G. Boykich. 


THE coming meeting at Narragansett Park has 
adopted the closed claiming rule, according to 
Racing Secretary Jack B. Campbell. 
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NEW YORK 
EMPIRE CITY 


HIS week’s racing brings to a close the most 

successful meeting in the history of the un- 
pretentious Empire City track. The daily aver- 
age number of paid admissions has run close to 
6,000, according to Frank Brady, who manages 
that track for the Butler family. The last two 
Saturday, July 14 and 21, have brought out two 
of the largest crowds ever seen at the course. 
Last Saturday's gathering, estimated at 12,000, 
taxed the capacity of the plant, which is suc- 
ceeding in the first effort it has ever made to 
keep up with the pace of Aqueduct and Jamaica. 
“A double row of tables was needed on the upper 
clubhouse porch for the first time in memory,” 
commented the New York Times. 

The ranks of layers have thinned somewhat 
since the opening of the New York season, and 
only about 75 are holding forth at the Yonkers 
course. However, their opportunities at Empire 
City have been better than at any of the tracks 
which preceded them on the _ schedule, for 
favorites have been noticeably dilatory in get- 
ting to the finish line. 

On Monday, July 30, Saratoga, social capital 
of American racing, opens its 30 days of sport, 
with better prospects than it has had in years. 
Saratoga has a larger percentage of stakes races 
than any other track in the country, 37 stakes 
to 143 overnight events. A list of stakes dates 
is given below. Early season sickness has pre- 
vented the normal development of 2-year-olds, 
and it is expected that the month of racing at 
the Spa will do more than its usual share toward 
bringing out into visible relief the outstanding 
talent of the younger division. Another attrac- 
tion is the fact that Equipoise, laid up for some 
weeks while his hoof grows out, probably will 
get into action again toward the latter part of 
the meeting. 


SOMEBODY WINS YONKERS 


With a stablemate setting a blazing pace to 
wear down Mrs. H. L. Ughetta’s Deduce (116), 
the Maemere Farm Stable’s (D. Sage’s) Some- 
body (3-y-o, 103) reversed the order of finish in 
the Knickerbocker Handicap July 14, and led 
the Lucullite gelding by a head to win the 
twenty-fifth running of the Yonkers Handicap 
($2,500 added, 3-year-olds and upward, 1 1-16 
miles), at Empire City July 21. Deduce, asked 
to pick up seven pounds after his recent victory 
in the Knickerbocker, in which he beat Somebody 
by a head, was not favored to repeat in the 
Yonkers, and the winning entry was favorite at 8 
to 5. The field was away well, and Jockey Lit- 
zenberger sent the winners’ stablemate, Coequel 
(3-y-0, 106) into an early lead, with Deduce 
forcing the pace. The Ughetta gelding disposed 
of Coequel after a half-mile, and led by a length 
as the field turned into the stretch. Somebody, 
brought up on the outside during the run down 
the back stretch, and cleverly rated by Jockey R. 
Merritt, began to wear down the winner through 
the last furlong, and Deduce did not have enough 
left to respond to Jockey Hunter’s drive. C. V. 
Whitney’s Halcyon (104), which trailed the two 
leaders in the Knickerbocker, again took third 
place, after being forced to race wide through- 
out. Fourth was the Belair Stud Stable’s Vicar 
(3-y-0, 102), followed by Coequel, Lady Reigh 
(3-y-o, 106) and Faireno (122), second of the 
Belair entry, which quit completely to finish

BELMONT PARK FALL STAKES 


When the Westchester Racing Association 
made up its stakes program for the fall meeting 
of last year it met a patent emergency by lop- 
ping a total of $11,000 off its list of late-closing 
stakes races. In May and June of this year good 
times returned to Belmont Park, and the Asso- 
ciation apparently came off with a fair profit. 
But perhaps the profit was not as large as it 
looked from the outside. At least, it was not 
large enough to encourage the management to 
restore more than $3,000 of the $11,000 it had 
cut off the stakes program. When the nomina- 
tion blanks were sent out last week, it was found 
that the only flat race fixtures upped in value are 
the Ladies’ Handicap and Nursery Handicap, 
each with an extra $500 in the added money. 
The Grand National Steeplechase was changed 
from $4,000 to $5,000 added, two other steeple- 
chases stepped up $500 each. Nominations for 
all stakes close Saturday, August 4.

INTERNATIONAL RACE PLANNED 

Plans for a three-cornered international race, 
which would bring together Cavalcade, Windsor 
Lad, winner of the English Derby, and Admiral 
Drake, winner of the French Grand Prix are fur- 
ther advanced than such schemes usually get. 
Leon Volterra, owner of Admiral Drake, is on the 
Riviera, awaiting the expected arrival of H. A. 
Buck, secretary of the United Hunts Club of New 
York, with an offer for the race. Mrs. Isabel 
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Dodge Sloane is holding up a decision until, the 
time, conditions, track, and other details can be 
tentatively arranged. The Maharajah of Rajpipla, 
owner of the English Derby winner, has not been 
approached about this particular race, but he 
gave some consideration to a proposal from Nar- 
ragansett Park to race against Cavalcade alone, 
though no decision was made. The race, if held, 
might be in the closing days of the Saratoga 
meeting, or at Belmont if time did not permit the 
invaders to get off their sea legs before the close 
of Saratoga racing September 1. However, since 
these plans were made, Windsor Lad has been 
soundly beaten in the Eclipse Stakes, finishing 
third to King Salmon and Umidwar, July 20. 


SYRACUSE LICENSE REVOKED 


The tangle which began July 4, when the race 
meeting at Syracuse, sponsored by the Onondaga 
Racing Association, opened with a system of bet- 
ting by means of options, was resolved July 23 
when the New York Racing Commission an- 
nounced that the license of the Association had 
been revoked, thus canceling the meeting which 
was to have been held at Syracuse September 15 
to 29. Leo Dandurand, Canadian promoter of 
the meeting and owner of the greater part of it, 
was heard before the Commission July 21, and 
the official ruling was issued July 23. The option 
system of wagering was persisted in, despite noti- 
fication that it was contrary to the laws govern- 
ing betting in New York, until Governor Lehman 
had directed the sheriff of Onondaga county to 
take action. During the last two days of the 
meeting, July 13 and 14, the track operated with 
bookmakers in accord with the New York betting 
law. During the hearing, Mr. Dandurand testi- 
fied that the Association had lost $30,000 during 
the meeting, but wished to hold a fall meeting at 
Syracuse September 15 to September 29. 

After the official ruling had been issued, Her- 
bert Bayard Swope, Chairman of the New York 
Racing Commission, expressed the views held by 
himself and John Hay Whitney, also a member of 
the Commission. His statement, in part, follows: 


The Commission was reluctant to take such a drastic 
step, but it found itself left with no alternative. Ex- 
tended inquiries, the results of which were presented 
at a three-hour session held at the Commission's office, 
showed that the criminal statutes of the state, as well 
as of the laws of racing, had been violated by the Onon- 
daga Racing Association, of which Mr. Leo Dandurand 
and Mr. Joseph Cattarinich are 99 per cent owners. 

At the time the license was granted, counsel for the 
Association and Mr. Dandurand’s, personal representa- 
tive, Mr. Thomas Gorman, gave assurances that every 
phase of the laws would be complied with and the Com- 
mission's instructions fully carried out. 

Both Mr. Whitney and I desire racing extended as 
widely as possible throughout the state. We feel that 
this can be best done when it is conducted upon not too 
commercialized a plane. This does not mean that we 
expect the racing associations to be philanthropic enter- 
prises, but it does mean that the Commission is opposed 
to any group which comes into the state solely for the 
purpose of earning dividends, regardless of methods 
employed to that end. In addition to being opposed to 
complete commercialization, the commission has set up 
four points to be considered in the granting of licenses 
for new courses. They are: (1) real opportunity for the 
sport to develop; (2) avoidance of unnecessary competi- 
tion with established tracks; (3) genuine and forthright 
community support for the promotion and continuance 
of the track; (4) the character and reputation of the 
men identified with the undertaking. 


JOCKEY GILBERT THREATENED 


Jockey Johnny Gilbert, champion rider of 1932, 
spent his last riding day at Empire City under 
guard of Jockey Club detectives, after threaten- 
ing letters had been received. According to the 
New 


York Press, Gilbert had received a letter 


ordering him not to win on a certain mount at 
Empire City, and threatening violence if he ig- 
nored the order. Gilbert did his best, brought 
the mount in a winner. After riding at Empire 
City July 14, Jockey Gilbert moved up to Sara- 
toga, where he will ride during the August 
meeting. 


STAKES DATES AT SARATOGA 


Stakes dates for the meeting opening at Sara- 
toga July 30 and running through September 1 
have been announced. The program differs from 
that of last year chiefly in cutting a total of 
$5,000 from tour of the events for 2-year-olds, 
the United States Hotel, Grand Union Hotel and 
Spinaway Stakes being reduced from $7,500 to 
$6,000 guaranteed, while the Albany Handicap’s 
guaranteed value was lowered from $3,500 to 
$3,000.

19, when Monk’s Star set a season's record at the 
track by paying better than 100 to 1. The card 
of July 21 found only one favorite, Calome, able 
to win, while the featured Hampton Cup Handi- 
cap went to a 13 to 1 outsider, F. A. Carreaud’s 
Sea Fox. Despite the trimming the public suf- 
fered during a week of upsets, attendance held up 
to its earlier high standard, and the meeting 
swung into its final week with every prospect of 
increased success. Featured on getaway day, 
July 28, is the Rockingham Park Handicap, 
$7,500 added, at 1 1-16 miles. Collateral, Sea 
Fox, Faireno, Teralice, Greyglade and Dark Se- 
cret are among the most prominent horses slated 
to start in the event. After the close, some of 
the stables will move to Saratoga, some go to 
nearby Narragansett Park, while a few will rest 
at Salem awaiting the opening of the fall session. 

The totalizator continues to show increasing 
figures and the week saw the season’s average 
raised by more than $11,000 daily. With an ex- 
pected increase in play during the last six days of 
the session, the predicted $300,000 daily average 
will be reached or closely approached.

HORSES DIE IN ROCKINGHAM FIRE 

Four herses were burned and one was destroyed 
after breaking a leg, when fire swept two stables 
at Rockingham Park on the night of July 23. 
Arrowswift, a 4-year-old *Swift and Sure geld- 
ing, and Little Stokes, a 5-year-old by Dunlin, 
both the property of Mrs. R. T. Flippen of Chi- 
cago, died in the fire, as did Old Depot, a My 
Play 5-year-old which has won seven races this 
year, and Vote, also a winner, by Ed Crump, 
both owned by Miss L. C. White of Baltimore. 
Wayden, property of a New York stable, broke 
his leg and was destroyed. 

The fire, which broke out about 11 P. M. July 
23, destroyed two stables, at an estimated loss of 
$100,000. A number of grooms and stable at- 
tendants in the two structures escaped, and 
nearly a hundred milling Thoroughbreds which 
were released from the two burning stables and 
others nearby made an accurate check of losses 
difficult until daylight. The race program of 
July 24, however, was run as usual. 


THREE STRAIGHT FOR TERALICE 

C. V. Whitney’s 3-year-old filly, High Glee 
(112), asked to give 10 pounds by the scale to A.

Approximately 50 were 
in the group which enjoyed the informal mea! 
and then adjourned for the annual yearling 
judging contest, in which 15 youngsters at the 
C. V. Whitney farm and 15 others at Charles T. 
Fisher’s Dixiana were used. 

Of the eight colts and seven fillies inspected at 
the Whitney training barn, where the veteran 
John Breckinridge is breaking a promising crop 
of young Thoroughbreds, the favorite was a bay 
colt by *St. Germans: out of Elf (dam of Boo- 
jum), by *Chicle. Weil balanced and likely to 
grow into a splendid racing machine, the colt 
was difficult to fault, though his Roman nose 
and plain head were less attractive than his 
body and legs. A smaller, smart-looking brown 
colt by Whichone out of *Picoline, by Son-in-Law, 
also received much commendation, but his 
chances were discounted in some quarters be- 
cause of a turned-out fore foot. At Dixiana the 
contestants saw what is perhaps the most 
promising crop of yearlings at that farm since 
it was purchased by Charles T.*Fisher, of Detroit. 
The one which attracted the most attention was 
a big, precocious, commanding colt by High Time 
out of Admiral’s Lassie, by Man o’ War, but 
most of the contestants wound up by picking 
others after having made a careful inspection. 
The filly group here, as at the Whitney farm, 
attracted much interest, and several of the 
judges found a filly worthy of being made first 
choice. 

As the rules of the contest provide that selec- 
tions may be turned in to Secretary Neville Dunn 
up to and including July 28, not all the selections 
are in as yet. A summary of the choices will be 
given later. In accordance with its custom, the 
Thoroughbred Club will suspend meetings dur- 
ing August, when a number of its members will 
be away from home, most of them at the Sara- 
toga yearling sales.

From Philadelphia comes the announcement of 
a new test for determining whether horses have 
been illegally stimulated, a discovery of Dr. 
James C. Munch, head of the research depart- 
ment in the School of Pharmacy at Temple Uni- 
versity. The test is made by injecting small por- 
tions of saliva taken from the horse under ex- 
amination into the body of a mouse. If one three- 
millionth of an ounce of morphine or heroin is 
present, the mouse will curl his tail over his back 
in the shape of the letter S. Dr. Munch, who says 
that several actual cases of doped horses have 
been exposed by this method, stated also that he 
had received inquiries from the commissioners of 
several states. 


DAYTON SUSPENSIONS UPHELD 

The Ohio Racing Commission, after hearing ap- 
peals from Jockeys Thomas Roderick, Joseph 
Cavens, and William Dellow, announced, through 
Chairman George E. Blecker, that the suspen- 
sions issued after the three were implicated in a 
jockey “ring,” which was accused of fixing races 
during the closing days of the Dayton meeting, 
would remain in force. Jockey Agent McIntosh, 
also suspended for participation in the “ring,” 
did not appeal. 

At the same meeting of the Commission, the 
suspension of Jockey J. Cramer, inflicted one year 
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ago, was lifted, and Cramer was permitted to 
apply for license as trainer, but not as jockey. 
The Commission announced that further consid- 
eration would be given to the request made by 
the Dayton Jockey Club for September racing 


COMMENDABLE CHANGE 

The American Horse Show Association, New 
York, has changed its rules as to registration 
and licensing, which action has received com- 
mendation from Wayne Dinsmore, Secretary of 
the Horse and Mule Association of America, in 
the following letter to Charles M. Fleischmann,

He announced he would re- 
turn to New York the following day. Major 
Beard came from Chicago, where he had been 
serving as one of the honorary stewards at Ar- 
lington Park. He is returning after the inspec- 
tion for the remainder of the week at Arlington 
Park. 


DR. GEORGE POTTS DIES 

From W. J. Carter, Secretary of the Virginia 
Horse Breeders’ Association, THE BLOOD-HORSE 
is in receipt of notice of the death of Dr. George 
Potts, 98, noted veterinary surgeon, at his home 
in Providence Forge, Va., on July 16. Dr. Potts 
was born in England and there educated to his 
profession as a veterinarian. He came to Amer- 
ica in 1867 and travelled extensively in the Mid- 
West for a number of years, lecturing on horses. 
He became a citizen of the United States and 
settled in Virginia, where he was widely known 
and highly honored. He is survived by four sons, 
two daughters, 15 grandchildren and_ several 
great-grandchildren.

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WASHINGTON 
LONGACRES 


HE first 16 days of the race meeting at Long- 
acres came to an end Sunday, July 15, with 
the first running of the Speed Handicap, which 
Mrs. Alberta Ryan’s Frisky Matron won in 
handy fashion before a crowd of approximately 
6,000. Some anxiety had been felt regarding the 
effect of the shipping tie-up on the continuance 
of the meeting, but with the labor troubles at 
least partially settled, the management expects 
to complete the full 60-day program. Like other 
tracks now open in America, Longacres reports a 
sizeable increase in pooling. The first 16 days, 
which brought $434,478 to the machines in 1933, 
have shown a 68 per cent increase, $729,712 hav- 
ing been wagered in the same period this year. 
July 15 was the best day, $60,324 being recorded. 
A race carrying peculiar interest, as well as 
presenting a problem in handicapping was the 
one-mile Everett Handicap, run July 14. Earlier 
in the meeting Lady Seth (99), Fairystreet (92) 
and Chatter Queen (100) had finished noses apart 
in a mile and 70 yard race, with Daily News 
(100) in fifth place, six lengths behind the third 
horse. The same four were entered in the Ever- 
ett Handicap, with Lady Seth carrying 108 
pounds, 100 on Fairystreet, 107 on Chatter Queen, 
while Daily News was asked to pick up two 
pounds, and carried 102. Chatter Queen made 
good her two-pounds advantage over her recent 
conquerers and won by a head, while Daily News, 
none too well treated in the weights, was second, 
three lengths ahead of Fairystreet, with Lady 
Seth two and one-half lengths farther back. 
Some explanation of the finish may lie in the fact 
that Jockey Herb Simmons was set down six days 
for his ride on the winner. 

The Longacres management continues its prac- 
tice of setting Tuesday aside as Ladies’ Day, 
with such ornate features as the Empress Jose- 
phine and the Cleopatra purses chief attractions. 
July 17 added the Ted Fio-Rito, in honor of an 
orchestra leader in a Seattle theatre.

In a transfer tax appraisal filed in New York 
City last week, the value of the estate’s horses in 
Kentucky was given as $680,200; the total value 
of its horses in Kentucky and elsewhere was 
given as $913,700. The stallion *St. Germans was 
not included in the valuation, as he was _ in- 
herited from Mr. Whitney’s brother, Payne Whit- 
ney, and had been taxed as a part of the latter’s 
estate. Harry Payne Whitney’s real estate out- 
side of New York was not included in the valu- 
ation. Among the debts listed were commissions 
of $31,607 owing to Trainer Thomas J. Healey 
and $17,725 owing to Jockey Raymond Workman. 
The entire estate, valued at $72,740,838 at the 
time of Mr. Whitney’s death, is now appraised at 
$62,808,829. The state collects $9,513,013 in in- 
heritance taxes.

KING SALMON’S ECLIPSE STAKES 

HE Maharajah of Rajpipla’s Windsor Lad, 

winner of the Derby, went looking for other 
laurels in the rich Eclipse Stakes at Sandown 
Park Friday, July 20. The task he essayed was 
formidable, for victory in the Epsom classic 
forced upon him a penalty of 10 pounds for the 
14%4-mile Eclipse Stakes, and made his total im- 
post 124 pounds, as against 114 on the Aga 
Khan’s Umidwar, a Blandford colt which is rated 
with the very best of the 3-year-old division, and 
133 on Sir Richard Brooke’s 4-year-old King Sal- 
mon, which had beaten the American Mate in the 
Coronation Cup at Epsom Downs. No Derby win- 
ner since Coronach (in 1926) had won an Eclipse 
Stakes, but Windsor Lad was made a 5-to-2 fa- 
vorite, with Umidwar second choice at 3 to 1, 
King Salmon third choice at 4 to 1. 

Windsor Lad ran a good race, but came off 
third. As the field made the right-hand turn into 
the homestretch the Derby winner was lying 
fourth, with three outsiders ahead of him. After 
the horses had settled down in the straightaway 
Harry Wragg began driving King Salmon, which 
went to the front, followed by Umidwar. Wind- 
sor Lad, pocketed as the others moved forward, 
had to be taken back and around the slower mem- 


bers of the field before he could make his final 
challenge. Once clear he began gaining, but the 
finish was reached with King Salmon a half 
length in front of Umidwar and Umidwar a half- 
length in front of Windsor Lad. The Aga Khan’s 
Alishah was fourth and Lord Astor’s Canon Law 
fifth. Sunderland, Hornsey Rise and Lo Zingaro 
were among the trailers. 

The Eclipse Stakes, limited to 3- and 4-year-old 
colts and fillies, is among the world’s richest 
races. This year it was worth approximately 
$45,000. Having failed in his attempt to add the 
Eclipse to his winnings, Windsor Lad will now 
be pointed for the St. Leger Stakes to be run at 
Doncaster September 12.

The Aga Khan, potentate of Islam and the 
Turf, already the leading owner and breeder in 
England this year, lengthened his margin of 
leadership in both those departments last Satur- 
day, July Z1, when his entry of Bahman and 
Theft finished first and second, a neck apart, in 
the National Breeders’ Produce Stakes at San- 
down Park, one of the world’s richest 2-year-old 
races. Sir George Bullough’s Highland Lament 
was third in the field of 10. The race had a 
gross value of about $35,000. The winner is a 
bay colt by the great sire Blandford out of 
Friar’s Daughter, by Friar Marcus out of Garron 
Lass, by Roseland. His victory almost clinches 
Blandford’s hold on first place among the sires 
in English racing this year. Blandford’s money 
total is nearly three times that of his nearest 
rival. 


LLOYD GENTRY SUES 

Trainer Lloyd Gentry has entered a claim of 
$100,000 for libel against the Incorporated Cana- 
dian Racing Associations. Gentry asserts that 
because of a statement issued to the press by the 
I. C. R. A., he has been unable to follow his call- 
ing. He was to have had a hearing at Hamilton 
June 29, but withdrew when his counsel was re- 
fused permission to be present.

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ENGLISH YEARLING MARKET 


By ITHURIEL 
In The Sporting Life (London) 


HE great improvement and the cheerful busi- 

ness conditions prevailing in the country 
were sufficiently encouraging to lead one to 
assume that the prices likely to be realized at 
the Newmarket First July sales would certainly 
show considerable advance upon those recorded 
in the immediate past years. 

Of course it is still unfortunately true that the 
general state of affairs in many other countries 
is still doubtful. Therefore to an exclusive extent 
last week the remarkable strength of the market 
was purely British in character. The results ob- 
tained must have been a market encouragement 
for our bloodstock breeders and a distinct tonic 
for the breeders of Bloodstock in other parts of 
the werld. Particularly in Ireland, France and 
the United States. 

Last week any young animal of individuality 
and successful lineage instantly made a _ wide 
appeal, so there were many would-be-buyers. 
Clearly there was a refreshing revival of anima- 
tion in the market. This I consider is likely to 
be progressive. 

I pointed out a year ago that if and when 
breeders in other countries and in the Dominions 
were once again free to come into the bloodstock 
market endeavoring to make additions to their 
studs we may expect to see a notable increase in 
the demand for Thoroughbreds. The figures be- 
low show the solidarity of the “home’’ market. 
I cannot trace that any of the yearlings sold 
were secured for export. Therefore the results 
must be of a most stimulating character. 

Here is analysis of the Newmarket First July 
Sales so far as they relate to yearlings:

The first fact which emerges from these figures 
is that on the whole our breeders were perhaps 
paying attention to quality rather than quantity 
tor the number of yearlings sold is the lowest 
recorded since the war. On the other hand the 
average price is the highest since 1929. Indeed 
it has been exceeded only four times since the 
war: That was in 1919, 1920, 1928 and 1929. 

Just by way of comparison with results for the 
past few seasons: In 1933 there were 105 lots 
sold for an average price of 254!) guineas. In 
1932 the number sold was 122 lots and the aver- 
age 213 guineas. In 19381 the figures were 140 
lots sold for an average of 28615 guineas. In 
1930 when the evil effects of the economic bliz- 
zard were beginning to have a withering effect 
upon industry generally, the figures were 147 lots 
sold for an average price of 367 guineas. 

To some extent our breeders are _ relatively 
even better off than some time ago, since there 
has in many instances been a reduction in stud 
fees. One outstanding result was the price of 
2,200 guineas said for a fine colt by the young 
sire (one of his first offspring) Theystis, whose 
fee was 25 guineas. 

Last week we had prices like 6,100 guineas, 
4,800 guineas, 3,500 guineas, 3,200 guineas and 
3,000 guineas. 

We have to go back beyond 19380 to find higher 
prices. In that year at the First July Sales the 


top price paid was 4,200 guineas for a colt who 
subsequently became the Cesarewitch winner 
(Seminole). In 1931, Sublime Prince, by Colo- 
rado, brought 2,400 guineas and Delicia, by 
Tetratema, was sold tor 2,200 guineas. A year 
afterwards the top price was 2,000 guineas, se- 
cured for colts by Friar Marcus and Son-in-Law 
(Valerius). Last year 2 lots only reached 1,000 
guineas and upwards, the top price being 1,500 
guineas, paid for a colt from the National Stud. 

Referring to the offering from that famous 
establishment in County Kildare, nine lots sold 
for 11,955 guineas which is almost 1,330 guineas 
average. Once there is a reduction in the offer- 
ings, but the average this year is over three times 
as much as was received for 16 lots in 1933, while 
a year earlier 13 lots sold for 340 guineas aver- 
age. It looks as though a good many of the old 
worn out. mares have been eliminated or their 
produce were not considered sufficiently attrac- 
tive to send to Newmarket. A glance at the ages 
of the mares, revealed in the sale catalogue, show 
that most of them have “all their life before 
them.” 

Naturally some of the highest priced lots were 
somewhat criticized as individuals. When would 
this be impossible. Still the price they realized 
is a clear indication that there was strong com- 
petition for these animals and that alone ac- 
counted for the fine prices they brought under 
the hammer. 

During the week Our Special Commissioner 
commented upon the individuals as they passed 
through the ring. My duty is to record the finan- 
cial aspect of that sale. From the results ob- 
tained our breeders may be thoroughly heartened. 
Naturally for a few years there is likely to be a 
restricted number of yearlings offered for I feel 
sure during the past two years about 1,000 mares 
mostly oldish indifferent and or unsuccessful 
preducers have been put out of the stud. In 
France breeders appear to be very discouraged. 
Still, as the number of foals born was reduced 
from 2,850 in 1930 to about 1,500 in 1934, those 
which find their way into the public sales should 
be in demand, though the auction sale tax of 
13% is a great burden hampering successful sales 
and limitating against buyers from other coun- 
tries coming to French auction sales of blood- 
stock and thus helping to improve the market. 
It seems to me that until this tax is reduced to 
the normal 5% obtaining in England the United 
States and Australia, French breeders will be 
compelled to look for private buyers and thus 
considerably prejudice their open market.
